PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL  CHARACTER 

OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


Geological  Formation. 


The  g'eoloj^y  of  your  district  is  uniform  in  character. 


The  surface  is  capped  by  boulder  clay  of  varying-  depths. 
Below  this  is  a  thick  mass  of  magnesian  limestone,  or 
dolomite,  which,  in  places  crops  out  to  the  surface.  d'his 
geological  formation  is  fairly  unifom,  excepting  for  a  pocket 
of  sand  here  and  there  of  so  small  dimensions  as  to  have  little 
effect  on  ground  formation.  The  bed  of  the  river  Wear,  which 
runs  through  the  district,  is  fringed  b}^  alluvial  deposits,  due 
to  the  action  of  the  river  itself.  The  limestone  contains  the 
underground  reservoirs  from  which  the  district  obtains  its 
water  supply.  The  ground  is  undulating,  and  becomes  hilly 
in  the  vicinity  of  Tunstall  and  Ford. 

Occupations. 

About  three-fifths  of  the  male  population  in  your 
district  are  engaged  in  the  work  of  coal  mining,  the  remaining 
portion  being  emplo3^ees  in  the  work  of  shipbuilding,  forge 
works,  iron  foundries,  paper  making,  lime  quarries,  farming 
and  agricultural  work.

The  total  number  of  deaths  reg-istered  as  having"  occurred 
within  your  district  during'  the  3’ear  1925,  was  358,  comprising' 
197  males,  and  161  females,  which  g-ives  the  annual  mortalit^^- 
rate  of  11 '2  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

Seventy-one  deaths  of  persons  beloiigfing  to  the  district 
occurred  outside  the  district.  This  increases  the  total  number 
to  429,  the  corrected  death-rate  beingf  13 ‘5  per  thousand. 
Compared  with  the  number  of  deaths  reg-istered  during-  the 
year  1924,  it  shows  an  increase  of  24.

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ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

The  follovvin^f  measures  are  taken  in  the  Sunderland  Rural 
District  to  check  the  spread  of  Infectious  Diseases 

1.  Adoption  of  Infectious  Diseases  Prevention  Act,  1890. 

2.  Every  case  is  immediately  visited  after  notification  and 

arrang’ements  made  to  have  the  case  removed  to  the 
Rural  District  Isolation  Hospital  at  once  if  it  is 
found  that  suitable  isolation  cannot  be  provided  at 
home,  either  on  account  of  w^ant  of  room  or  a  largj’e 
family  in  the  house.  If  isolated  at  home,  verbal  and 
printed  instructions  are  gfiven  as  to  the  best  method 
of  isolation  and  disinfectants  supplied  for  use  in  the 
bedroom.  The  cases  isolated  at  home  are  re-visited 
to  see  that  proper  isolation  is  carried  out 

3.  A  complete  history  of  the  case  is  taken  in  writing:  at 

the  time  of  the  first  visit,  and  all  enquiries  made  as 
to  probable  source  of  infection  such  as  contact  cases, 
milk  supply,  and  any  other  causes. 

4.  In  every  case  where  the  patient  is  removed  to  Hospital 

the  room  and  its  contents  are  immediately  disinfected, 
the  bed  and  clothin^^-  beinj^  taken  to  the  Hospital  for 
that  purpose. 

.Antitoxin  is  supplied  free  by  the  Rural  District  Council  to 
all  cases  of  Diphtheria,  a  supply  bein^  kept  for  the 
use  of  Practitioners  in  the  District. 

.All  patients  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  are  removed  under  the 
supervision  of  the  .Sanitary  Inspector,  the  patients 
bein^^  in  the  charge  of  a  trained  nurse  during'  course 
of  removal. 

A  .Motor  Ambulance  is  used  for  the  removal  of  the  patient 
and  the  bedding-. 

Posters  and  handbills  containingf  advice  and  instructions 
are  distributed  in  your  district  when  necessary. 
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During'  1925,  the  number  of  deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases 
in  your  area  was  twenty-nine.  This  number  is  equivalent  to  a 
mortality-rate  of  0’9  per  thousand  of  the  population,  as  compared 
with  0*3  for  the  year  1924.

Diarrhoea  caused  three  deaths  during  the  year,  giving 
a  mortality-rate  of  0*09  per  thousand  of  the  population,  as 
compared  with  0*09  for  the  previous  year. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Eight  deaths  were  registered  as  being  due  to  this 
disease,  which  gives  a  mortality'-rate  of  0*2,  as  compared  with 
0*1  for  the  previous  year. 
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Diphtheria 

Durin^y  the  twelve  months,  ten  cases  of  Diphtheria 
were  notified,  compared  with  sixteen  for  the  year  1924. 

With  regard  to  Diphtheria  I  have  advised  most  of  the 
Medical  Practitioners  in  your  area,  that  in  the  event  of  any 
suspicious  case  of  Diphtheria  arising,  to  not  only  take  a  swab 
from  the  throat  for  Bacteriolog'ical  Rxaminaation,  but  at  the 
same  time  ^ive  an  injection  of  Diphtheria  anti-toxin  which  is 
supplied  to  them  from  your  Health  Department  free  of  cost. 
This  undoubtedly  saves  very  valuable  time  since  by  the  time 
the  result  of  the  Bacteriolog'ical  Examination  has  been 
received,  the  toxin  in  the  body  has  been  accumulating'  to  a 
very  alarming  and  dangerous  degree,  whereas  if  the  anti-toxin 
is  administered  at  once  —  no  harm  can  be  done  if  the  patient 
is  not  suffering  from  Diphtheria  —  the  poison  is  combated 
immediately,  and  consequently  further  intoxication  does  not 
take  place,  if  the  result  of  the  examination  of  the  swab  plainly 
indicates  the  case  to  be  an  authenticated  one  of  Diphtheria. 

It  is  interesting  and  furthermore  comforting  to  compare 
the  position  of  this  year  with  previous  years  regarding  deaths, 
and  no  death  from  Diphtheria  should  take  place  if  the  Medical 
Practitioner  be  called  in  at  once  on  the  occasion  of  a  sore 
throat.  In  my  opinion,  after  many  years  of  practice,  where 
there  is  a  temperature  and  signs  of  illness  in  a  child  the  throat 
should  be  the  first  part  of  the  body  to  be  examined.  It  would 
of  course  be  absurd  to  examine  a  throat  if  the  childs  temper¬ 
ature  should  be  due  to  say  a  septic  hand  or  affection  of  some 
other  specific  part  of  the  body.  1  may  say  that  hitherto  1 
have  not  found  it  necessary  to  employ  the  Schick  test  for 
Diphtheria,  or  any  artificial  method  of  immunization. 
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The  following-  table  shows,  for  each  parish,  the  number 
of  cases  notified,  the  attack-rate  per  thousand  of  the  popula¬ 
tion,  and  the  number  of  cases  removed  for  treatment  at  the

Pneumonia. 

There  have  been  one  hundred  and  four  notifications  of 
this  disease  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  one  hundred 
and  fifteen  for  the  year  1924. 
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Smallpox. 

An  outbreak  of  Smallpox  unfortunately  occurred  in 
your  Area  at  Silksworth  on  November  16th  of  this  year. 
The  diag'nosis  of  the  disease  as  Smallpox  was  authenticated 
by  a  Ministry  of  Health  Inspector  after  having’  seen  the 
cases. 

'  All  cases  have  been  immediately  isolated  by  being- 

removed  to  Hospital  at  once,  and  contacts  as  far  as  possible 
vaccinated.  All  other  precautionary'^  measures  have  also  been 
taken.  There  is  no  doubt,  in  my  opinion,  that  in  the  near 
^  future  the  disease  will  soon  be  eradicated  as  far  as  your 
District  is  concerned. 

The  disease  has  been  of  an  exceedingly  mild  type,  and 
this  type  has  apparently  been  prevalent  all  over  Eng-land  and 
more  especially  of  late  in  the  County  of  Durham.  Fatal  cases 
in  this  country,  except  in  the  case  of  complications,  have  been 
exceeding-ly  rare,  and  1  may  say  no  fatal  case  has  occurred  in 
your  Area.  Unfortunately  in  your  District  anti-vaccinationists 
had  to  be  contended  with  and  this  has  made  the  task  of 
fig-hting-  the  disease  somewhat  difficult,  but  the  cases  have  been 
kept  down  by  constant  watch  and  immediate  isolation.  The 
cases  as  I  have  said  above  have  been  of  such  a  mild  nature 
that  the  contacts  have  seemed  to  prefer  developing  the  disease 
in  preference  to  vaccination. 

Alluding  to  vaccination  I  can  see  a  great  difficulty  to 
the  question,  and  it  is  in  my  mind  as  follows  : — 

This  outbreak  has  apparently  mostly  affected 
adults,  persons  who  have  been  vaccinated  in  infancy,  and 
any  Act  of  Parliament  with  regard  to  vaccination  to 
counteract  the  disease,  in  my  opinion,  would  have  to 
include  re-vaccination  after  a  certain  age. 

The  following  analysis  will  illustrate  my  point  of  view 
on  the  subject  with  regard  to  the  age  of  the  individual  affected 
by  the  disease. 

Of  the  fifty-two  cases  of  Smallpox  removed  to  Hospital 
since  the  commencement  of  the  outbreak,  forty-three  were 
between  the  age  of  ten  years  and  sixty-five,  so  that  it  is  plainly 
discernable  that  re-vaccination  would  have  to  be  seriousl}^ 
taken  into  consideration  in  any  Parliamentary  Act,  in  the 
combating  of  Smallpox  where  vaccination  was  concerned.

The  Durham  County  Council  has  provided  Sanitoria  in 
different  parts  of  the  North  for  the  treatment  of  this  disease,  and 
the  health  of  the  inhabitants  in  your  district  suffering'  from 
Tubercular  disease  is  supervised  by  the  above  Council. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  in  November,  1920,  instructed 
Local  Authorities  to  make  provision  for  the  treatment  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis,  other  than  insured  persons,  and  under  this  scheme  the 
County  Council  is  now  providing-  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
following- :  — 

1.  Observation  cases. 

2.  Larly  cases  of  Pulmonary  4'uberculosis. 

3.  Surg-ical  cases. 

4.  .Advanced  cases  which  are  incurable  and  a  source  of 

infection  to  other  people. 

The  Council  provides  for  the  treatment  of  the  disease  in 
both  Adult  and  Child  life.

Heatherdene  Convalescent  Home. 

'I'he  miners  who  compose  the  g'reater  part  of  the  population 
in  your  district,  pay  a  weekly  subscription  to  the  above  Infirmaries 
and  Hospitals.  Other  residents,  such  as  those  working'  at  the 
Ford  Paper  Works  and  living-  at  Hylton,  and  those  working  at  the 
Hendon  Gas  Works  and  living  at  Grangetown,  likewise  subscribe 
to  the  various  Institutions. 

Sunderland  Union  Hospital,  with  mental  wards  attached,  is 
not  in  your  district,  but  receives  sick  and  infirm  persons  from  it. 

The  “High  Barnes  Home”  is  in  your  District  and  receives 
aged  people  both  from  within  and  outside  your  district. 

Durham  County  Mental  Hospital,  Sedgefield. 
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Notification  of  Births  Act,  and  Midwives  Act. 

These  Acts  are  administered  by  the  Durham  County 
Council. 

Venereal  Diseases  Act. 

This  Act  is  administered  by  the  Durham  County  Council. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

The  working-  of  this  Act  is  carried  out  under  the  direction 
of  the  Durham  County  Council. 

Bacteriological  Examinnations. 

The  Bacteriolog-ical  Examination  of  Drinking-  Water  to  test 
for  the  purity  of  same,  of  Milk  for  Tubercle  Bacilli,  of  Swabs  for 
Diphtheria,  of  Blood  from  patients  suspected  to  be  suffering-  from 
Enteric  Fever  (Grubler  Widal  Reaction),  of  Sputum  in  suspected 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  lung-s,  are  supervised  and  under  the 
direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  County  of  Durham. 

Child  Welfare  Centres. 

I  should  be  pleased  to  see  a  Child  Welfare  Centre  in  all  the 
Districts  in  your  Area,  as  I  think  a  g-reat  amount  of  knowledgfe 
can  be  g-iven  to  Mothers,  especially  young-  Mothers,  with  reg-ard 
to  the  welfare  of  the  child.  The  Centres  are  entirely  under  the 
control  of  the  Durham  County  Council  and  of  course  I  appreciate 
the  fact  that  it  would  entail  a  g-reat  amount  of  expense  to  have 
centres  in  all  Districts,  but  I  hope  that  in  the  near  future  Centres 
will  be  opened. 

Meat  Inspection. 

Th  ere  are  twelve  Licensed  Slaug-hter-houses  in  the  district, 
which  are  reg-ularly  inspected,  534  separate  inspections  having-  been 
made  during-  the  year.  167  inspections  w^ere  made  of  carcases  of 
pig-s  killed  in  places  other  than  Licensed  Slaug-hter-houses, 
also  50  inspections  have  been  made  of  Fish,  Fruit,  and  Provision 
Shops. 

Five  carcases  of  cows  found  to  be  affected  with  Tuber¬ 
culosis  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  food,  and  afterwards 
destroyed. 
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ABATTOIRS. 

Adequate  examination  of  slaug'htered  animals  is  practically 
impossible  under  the  prevailingf  conditions  existing-  with  reg-ard  to 
Slaughter  Houses,  of  course  I  can  understand  the  difficulty  of  even 
suggesting  an  Abattoir  or  Public  Slaughter  House  in  your  Area, 
as  your  Districts  are  so  scattered  and  widely  apart.  It  would  be 
impracticable  under  the  circumstances,  although  in  my  mind,  this 
arrangement  is  the  only  safeguard  in  the  examination  of  slaughtered 
animals. 

THE  HUMANE  KILLER. 

I  hope,  if  at  any  time  support  be  required  to  further  the 
use  of  the  Humane  Killer  in  the  slaughter  of  animals,  your 
Council  will  give  that  support.  I  may  say  that  one  of  the  largest 
slaughtering  houses  in  your  Area,  viz.:  that  belonging  to  the 
Ryhope  and  Silksworth  Co-operative  Society,  uses  this  instrument 
with  great  success  and  humanity  and  without  any  depreciation  in 
the  quality  of  the  flesh  of  the  animal,  as  has  sometimes  been 
suggested  by  opponents  of  this  method  of  slaughter. 

It  is  sometimes  most  pitiable  and  depressing  to  watch  a 
beginner  killing  a  beast  by  the  present  method,  and  to  compare 
this  luethod  with  the  Humane  Killer,  which  results  in  painless  and

Milk 

Supply. 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  as  to  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  various  cowsheds,  dairies  and  milkshops,  in  your 
district  during  the  past  year.  Three  notices  were  served  upon  the 
Farmers  to  remedy  defects  found  to  exist  during  the  course  of  our 
inspection,  on  the  whole,  the  cowsheds,  dairies,  and  milkshops, 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

There  are  40  Wholesale  Traders  and  Producers  of  milk, 
the  number  of  dairy  cows  kept  being  569.  There  are  48  Retail 
Purveyors  of  milk. 
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Water  Supply. 

The  water  supplied  to  the  district  is  of  an  exceptionally 
hig-h  deg’ree  of  purity,  and  is  one  of  the  finest  drinking-  waters  in 
the  country. 

Chemical  analysis  shows  that  the  water  practically  does  not 
vary  from  year  to  year,  whilst  bacteriologically  it  is  of  the  hig-hest 
quality. 

Frequent  and  systematic  examinations  of  the  water  from  all 
the  wells  and  reservoirs  are  made  to  ensure  that  the  water  actually 
supplied  is  free  from  any  harmful  matters. 

With  very  few  exceptions  the  inhabitants  in  the  Sunderland 
Rural  District  obtain  their  water  supply  from  Sunderland  and 
South  Shields  Water  Company’s  mains.  This  water  is  pumped 
from  wells  in  the  .Magnesian  Lime  Stone  at  a  depth  of  from  200 
to  500  feet.

Hylton  ib) — (Castletown  Village),  Seaton,  Thorpe,  Shotton, 
Burdon,  Stonygate,  and  North  f^alton  Wells. 

Fulwell.  —  Ryhope,  Humbledon  Hill,  Fulwell  and  Cleadon 
Wells. 

The  wells  are  lined  out  to  a  considerable  distance,  so  as  to 
exclude  surface  drainage.

Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  of  your  area  is  in  a  good 
condition  generally,  as  owing  to  the  whole  of  the  district  being 
situate  near  the  sea  coast,  and  the  land  being  at  a  good  elevation 
above  sea  level,  no  great  difficulty  is  ever  experienced  in  obtaining 
effectual  sewering  of  any  part  of  it  by  gravitation.  Throughout 
the  district,  the  sewers  invariably  are  laid  under  the  back  streets 
between  two  rows  or  blocks  of  houses.  In  most  of  the  Parishes 
the  streets  are  laid  in  long  straight  lines,  and  such  being  the  case 
the  individual  sewers  run  the  whole  length  and  connect  with  the 
main  sewers,  the  latter  being  continued  to  the  outfall  at  the  sea 
coast,  or  are  conducted  into  the  river  Wear,  which  river  is  tidal 
for  many  miles  past  your  district.  Manholes  are  provided  along 
the  line  of  sewers  as  a  means  of  access  for  inspection,  also  at 
convenient  points  upright  flushing  pipes  connected  to  the  sewers 
are  provided  in  order  to  afford  a  ready  means  of  flushing.  The 
ventilation  of  the  sewers  in  many  of  the  Parishes  is  by  means  of 
steel  pipe  ventilators  carried  to  a  height  of  about  twenty-five  feet, 
this  method  of  sewer  ventilation  is  of  great  value,  as  it  prevents 
any  nuisance  from  sewer  gases,  which  is  often  created  by  the  old 
method  of  ventilating  the  sewers  at  street  surface  level. 
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The  Parish  of  Bishopwearmouth  Without  is  sewered  by 
means  of  pipe  sewers  of  sufficient  diameter  which  empty  into  the 
Corporation  sewer  at  the  boundary  line. 

At  Ford,  four  separate  sewers  are  provided  for  the  villag'e, 
the  outfalls  of  each  being'  direct  ituo  the  river. 

The  method  of  sewering;'  at  Fulwell  is  by  two  pipe  sewers, 
one  taking-  a  North-east  direction,  and  the  other  to  the  South-east; 
both  outfalls  being-  at  the  sea  coast  below  low  water  level. 

The  Hylton  district  has  two  systems  of  sewers  provided 
The  most  important  of  the  sewers  takes  all  the  drainagfe  from  the 
villag-e  of  Castletown,  and  the  other  takes  the  drainagfe  of  most  of 
the  houses  at  North  Hylton.  Both  sewers  empty  direct  into  the 
tidal  river  at  convenient  points. 

The  Ryhope  system  of  sewers  is  carried  out  in  three  sections, 
the  larg-est  of  them  empties  itself  into  the  sea  to  the  East  of  Ryhope 
Villag-e,  another  takes  the  drainag-e  of  part  of  the  Ryhope  Colliery 
Houses  and  Grang-etown,  which  has  its  outfall  at  Salterfens,  while 
a  portion  of  the  houses  at  Grang-etown  are  drained  into  the  sewer 
of  the  Corporation. 

The  sewerage  of  Tunstall  Parish  is  by  the  sewers  running 
North  according  to  the  natural  fall  of  the  land,  and  then  joining 
the  main  sewer  running  direct  East  and  connecting  with  the  large 
main  sewer  belonging  to  Ryhope  Parish,  having  its  outfall  at  the 


sea  coast.

Twenty-.seven  notices  not  complied  with  on  December  31st,  1925. 
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Removal  of  House  Refuse. 

The  work  of  removal  of  house  refuse  during"  the  past  twelve 
months  has  been  satisfactorily  carried  out,  only  twelve  complaints 
were  made  of  nuisances  arising-  from  the  neglect  in  the  work  of 
cleansing  the  ash-pits,  and  in  no  case  was  it  found  to  be  of  a 
serious  nature  ;  each  complaint  was  immediately  investigated,  and 
steps  taken  to  have  the  necessary  work  attended  to  as  early  as 
possible.  Regular  inspections  are  carried  out  by  your  Health 
Officers,  who  endeavour,  as  far  as  possible,  to  see  that  all  ash-pits 
are  emptied  at  least  once  each  week.  Disinfecting  lime  is 

supplied  free  to  all  your  contractors  for  the  purpose  of  disinfecting 
the  receptacles  after  each  cleansing.  d'he  total  number  of  ash-pits 
or  ash-bins  in  the  district  is  6,150,  of  these  your  Council  cleanse 
1,637  by  direct  labour,  having  3^our  ov\  n  horses  and  carts.  The 
number  of  ash-pits  cleansed  by  contracts  made  with  farmers  and 
others  is  4,476.  The  work  of  the  removal  of  house  refuse  in  the 
Parish  of  Bishop wearmouth  Without  has  been  done  by  a  neighbour¬ 
ing  farmer,  the  owners  of  the  houses  in  that  part  of  your  district 
having  made  private  arrangements  with  him  for  the  carrying  out 
of  the  work,  but  now  your  Council  are  arranging  for  the  woik  to 
be  done  by  contract.  In  this  parish  there  are  thirty-seven  ash-pits.

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Drainage  and  Sanitary  Work. 

During-  the  past  year  the  whole  of  the  drainag-e  of  new 
building's,  and  drains  that  have  been  taken  up  and  relaid  in  con¬ 
nection  with  existing-  buildings,  have  been  subjected  to  the 
hydraulic  test;  also  all  soil  pipes,  ventilating  shafts,  and  sanitary 
fittings  have  been  tested  with  the  smoke  testing  apparatus.  A 
total  number  of  904  separate  tests  have  been  applied,  and  the 
following  table  shows  the  amount  of  drainage  work  that  has  been 
carried  out  in  your  district,  all  of  which  has  been  carefully 
examined  and  passed  as  satisfactory  by  your  Health  Officers.

Inspection  of  Districts. 

All  the  Parishes  in  your  district  have  been  systematically 
inspected,  each  Parish  being  visited  at  least  once  each  week 
throughout  the  year.  In  all  cases  where  nuisances  or  defective 
conditions  were  found  to  exist,  verbal  or  written  notice  was  given 
to  the  person  or  persons  responsible  for  the  abatement  of  tbe 
nuisance  or  the  remedy  of  the  defects.
